Butno 
more of this , itis not requiſite to fol- 
low this point any further, Thaue oftc 
times ſcene them that ment todeſtroy 
vice,ſowe it.then no more but this,the 
cunning of Popularitie, is like that of 
Juglers, the cunningelt of which can 
cait milts before mens cyes,burt here is 
their neereſt reſemblance , Tuglers 
trickes g0Cc molt inuifbiy by Candle 
light; men popular, with thoſe heads 
that come no necrcr the ſtrength of

 enderſtanding, then candle light the 
light of the funne: the payment of 
cheſe ate prayle and applauſe,a reward 
fuller of noylſe then profit, of which 
they are as prodigall to their ſportes as 
tauorites, with no leſſe vehemencie, 
with no lefle number of circumſtan- 
ces,{o me thinkes it is doubtfull which 
they affeRt moſt , for their dehauiour 
without all herauldry giues no marke 
of deſtruction .

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rebelliors thoughtes ? both body and 
foule forſake righit;and vertue, for thy 
ſoule maintaines wrong, & ſo looſeth 
vertue , thy. body doth wrong, and ſo 
looſeth right, Inthis, both the Grz- 
cian, and Romane common wealthes 
brought forth many more faithull,the 
repetition of whome, thoſe eyes that 
haue ſcene hiſtorye,cah as redily pro- 
duce as I, whomT will therefore omir, 
and faue that labour.

compenced, he told of Garlandes of

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vitory, , ah other liberties graunted 
himztne othet langhed at the baſeneſlſe 
of his brother that ſolde his bloud for 
ſuch crifles;Hadhe loſt it in the ſeruice 
ofhis countrie, this mouth of reproche 
had beene topped, it beeing an aCtion 
fb iuſt,and ſo worthy, as farre ouer va- 
lueta ether an eye ora life. A vertu- 
ous maide needes no_perſwaſion to 
this, it beeing the firſtleſſon of vertue 
to her diſciples,to flie a mercenary ga- 
pine afterrewarde, ſo indifferent ſhee 
{tands for the applauſe or honour of

certainely they neede not, except they 
deſire witnefles of their follie , and fo 
call in thoſe breath-ſellers, and perfu- 
mers. A people certainelyethateafad 
their fauorers dearely,being the baſeſt, 
and moſt groueling mindes that its 
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poſſible for the honeſt imagination 
to deſcend to,that ſuffer gaine to tran{- 
forme them into all ſhapes, looke how 
you will jf you will, he will looke like 
mw doe what you wilh, and warrant 

im thathe ſhal not be called tO AN AC- 
count before the generall account , he 
will doit, ſhall T make an end of this 
paure quickly?They are creatures that 


will not ſpend a drop of laue vpon any | 


but rhemſelues,they are creatures that 
haue noother god but pleaſure, &haue 
ſold their ſoules for clothes, & meate, 
3nd countinance,not natures children, 
but dame Needs and baſe deſires.

There is a ſelfe fatterrer ,a flatter- 
cer of others in hope of gaine , flatter- 
ters by exchange ; then , flattery for 
Princes, for the vulgar , for rich men, 
The moſt ſubiect ts lelfe flatrerie, are 
ſchollers betore they arfledgc;tor there 
is no ſuch cheriſher of the in1aginati- 
onas areletters, this proceedes from 
a little wit and no iudgementr. They 
are like beggars that a {mal ſum makes 
1 opinjon infintly rich;but time reco- 
uersthem fromthe moſtpart;for either 


they 


they are not worthy to beare that litfe, 
or elſe they betray not their riper yeres . 
to this wow ſro of :eformation. Some=- 
times meaner profeſſions get it, but 
itis ſeldome , except they be rich, and 
the rich commonly keepe ſeruauntes, 
which beſides their other offices , may 
now and than ſcratch their maiſters 
itching mindes,and not leaue the bur= 
denonely to himlelfe. _ 
Nt habet in f*/.x paupertas durins in ſe

odious , and then looke ypon them for 
the eſſentiall parts of yertuc; th'eafieſt 
reaſons that can be are by them recei- 
ued, notlooking into the reaſon, bur 
whether their reaſon be contentto a- 
low of their courles.

Now tne laſt are like 
horſes that rub oneanother by conſent, 
not ſo able as willing to maintaine 2 
Rattcrer, they admire oneanother and

_ darne vp their wants with a mutuall 
ſeruice; he calls him wiſe, the other 
him valiant, he ſweares, the other 
ſweares,and ſo ouercome with the 0+ 
pinion of their plot, they paſſe afſeme 
blies, increaſing the number of their 
follies , not praiſes. Eafily can-not ſo- 
ueraiontie diſtinguiſh betweene hu- 
mility, and flattery ; for ſubieQs thae 
ought to proſtrate themſelues in the 
loweſt kinde to make their ſpeaches 
follow full of reuerence and reſpeQR, 
hauc vnderthis a fit opporrunity to co- 
uer flattery, bur the paying their duties 
is not. When one comes more patticU- 
larly 8 perſonally on, is the danger of 


which Princes mult be ſo carefull,as of 


procuring an enemie that can firike 
him and goe inuifible. The vulgar that 
build vps the breathes of oneannther, 
and know no more how to examitne, 
then tolouec conſtantly, arc like an af- 
ter came at Iriſh, that is wonne and 


'oft divers times in an inſtant, they are 
| vnmee 
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of Flattery, Diſimu.and Lying, 
vnmetnodicall, hardly to be caught by 
one forme,any in truth wil do it. Speak 
them faire , and begin, courteous rea- 
der,1f you ſpeake brethren& compani- 
ons of my fortune, if you will ſay,ven- 
tlemen, it may doe well , fora peſant 
reading it will thinke you meant him. 
Amiable lookes and faire wordes will 
ooe farre inough, flartery of the cour- 
ſeſtkinde will ferue them, being won 
commonly more by lucke then cunn- 
ng.
